is a natural, normal, universal and neces- 
sary stage The change has, at its core, 
an unchanged and constant element be 
neath all its mutable fashions in different 
ages, races and sects,” 

Not only does the universality of the 
conversion experience, or something cor- 
responding to it among all peoples, indi 
cate the naturalness of the phenomena 
involved; but this is even more clearly 
emphasized by the fact that it is so close 
ly bound up with the physical and psychi 
cal conditions which prevail at that time 
The awakening to religious activities and 
interests is one phase of a many-sided 
awakening. It is one expression of the 
total adolescent development. During 
this time the bodily growth in height and 
weight is greater than at any other 


period. The brain centers are brought 
into activity and the reproductive organs 
mature. The psychical counterpart of 


these physiological developments is the 
awakening of new mental interests, in 
quiry into the nature of the world and 
of self. The instruction which has been 
received is tested, the restraints of au 
thority are thrown off, and a new, rela- 
tively independent and self-determining 
attitude is taken. The social life makes 
its appearance now in the love of the 
sexes, in the patriotism of youth dream 
ing of service to their country, in the 
choice of vocations, and in the religious 
activities, emotions and aspirations which 
constitute the spiritual life The re 
ligious experience appears thus to arise 
as naturally and as spontaneously as the 
other social and ideal attitudes 

It is not to be understood, however, 
that religion presents itself in any stereo 
typed and mechanical way. Its appear- 
ance is marked by all the diversity and 
individual variation which are found in 
the physical, intellectual and social life 
of man. There are well marked varia- 
tions characteristic of the sexes Vith 
boys the religious awakening is likely to 
involve more of an intellectual element, 
while girls are more controlled by emo- 
tion. In some persons the change is 
predominately emotional, in others it is 
intellectual, while in others it is quite 
practical and objective. All these types 
present endless variation. With some 
persons there is a continuous religious 
development without violent emotional 
transitions, from childhood to maturity.
